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A Beauttful Confidence.

The tax bill proposed by the Grange
committee proposes to have a!l taxes col-
lected by boards of coatrol in cities and
by the commissioners of counties. As
at present there are no such boards of
control in cities, doubtless the Graoge
committee proposes that the Legislalpre
shall elect them; but their creation
should have been provided for in the
bill of the committee, which is moreover
very crude n its propositious for ‘lhe
distribution of the proceedsof taxation.
This is to be doue by thecities and coun-
ties ; a general fund is collected from
which the officers of the cities and
counties meet the requisitions made upon
them by the officers of townsh.ir.rs, bLor-
oughs, school districts, wards, cities and
gtate. The idea is to meel every expense
of public administration out of one
fund. The amount required for county,
city, borough, township, sehool and -rnad
purposes is to be fixed by the oflicers
who require them, and they are be
collected by the counties and cities, and
are to be paid out of the comon fund
on the requisition of those for whom
they were raised.

The confiding character of the Grange
committee who prepared Lhis measure
has been illustrated in their conviction
that their fellow-citizens will all clicer-
fully report to the tax assessors all their
taxable property. This beautiful trait
of the committee is again demonstrated
in their confidence that all the town
ships, boroughs, school dislricts, &g,
will make no greater demands upon the
county commissioners for their expenses
when they are to be paid out of a genes-
al fund than they would if they had to
pay them out of a fund raised from the
pockets of their own peculiar people.

The briefest acquaintance with huian
pature will tend to cast doubt upon this
faith of the Grange committee. The
people of the townships will be very
likely to want the best kind of macad-
amized roads. and may even aspire to
the belgian blocks of the cities. The
country schiool districts will want as fine
school houses as any in the towns. Who
shall saythem unay? Do they not pay
their proportion of the taxes in the
general fund. and should there not be an
equal and exact distribution of that
fund, and one that will enable every part
of the county to be provided with as
good things any other part? Are
the cities any bitter than the boroughs,
o the boroughs than the townships?
O1 course, the cities have o grealer opu-
lation concentrated together than have
the boroughs, and the boroughs greater
than the townships.  Consequently their
needs are dilferent, and the tuxes they
pay per square footof ground are greater
and would enable them to pay for their
more expeusive needs, it they were al-
lowed to use them for themselves. The
country districts should be more modest
than to ask as much money to be ex-

pended upon them as  the  city

districts  require. But modesty s

not a particular characteristic  of

most people.  We fear that the cx-
periment proposed by the Grauge coi-
miitee won'd shiow that the rural dis.
tricts and tfe saadl towns would want
all that the big towns gei, even thongh
they do not contribute so muach to the
general fund provided for the various
» county.

and Mismanagement,
A special from Erie, Pa,,says: * Dr.

Julius Sevin, a practitioner of this city for

more than hall a century and at one time
Erie's leading physi®an, makes allegation
ot shocking crucities upon the insane in
mates of the state asylum at Dixmont.
Dr, Sevinreturaned to Erie a few days ago,
after sojourning eight years in the asylum
as an iusave patient. His dismissal onthe
ground of sanity was brought about b;
powerful local influence exerted in his
favor, and he now states that but for gross
deception and the blackest treachary prac-
ticed Lo onglht to have been resto to his
homa aud firiends pearly seven years
aso.

oY Avout cight years ago Dr. Sevin's
mind gave way uunder a sad bercavement,
and he was committed to Dixmont for
treatment. IHe states that in less than
eighteon months he regained his mental
faculties and applicd for discharge, but
that be was toid to be satisfied where he
was., All hLis letters addressed to his
family in Lrie never went boyond she
asylum, aud Le says ie was subjected to
tho most bitter iudigoities. All his pa-
thetic appeals fur restoration were un-
heeded, and month alter month, year
after year rolled on without a chance of
escape, until some months ago, when the
Leart of a young attencant named George
Hoatler, was teuched by Dr. Sevin’s piti-
ful condition, aud he consented tomail the
doetor’s letters detailing the borrors of
Lis caplivity, The letters reaclhed his
friends here, who had begun to think his
intirnity  incurable, and the president
jadge, Ilon. Wrilliam I, Galbraith, ioter-
esied hiwself in tho matter. The result
wae that in a short time the doors of Dix-
mont was tirown open to Dr, Seviu,
“The old geutleman says one of his
companions, a young German nawmed
Thum', of Pilsburgh, who had also re-
covervd bat was detained, was bratally
kicked by e keeper. Ho fell inscnsible,
and in falling ivtlicted a terrible gash in
his Licad, Iu a few days he died, and the
superintendent of the hospital (Dr. Reed)
received a report that Thumb had died
{rom u fit of epilepsy.

¢ Dr. Sevin also declaves that Mr, Con-
stantino Memsticl, an accomplished scholar
aund 28 sane as aony living man, isthe
prisoncr of his wife's paramour, who re-
gulatly pays for the husband’s support in
the asylum, He was sent to Dizmont a
few yewrs ago on petition of the wife.

In oider to obviate the dalny and con
sequent difficultics in earrying ont, the
rule requiring cardidates (or promotion to
certain grades Lo pass a cumpetitive ex-
amination, it bas been sugvested that such
au examination be held in the ‘atter part
of Febraary, so that ths resalts mas be
beforo the board whenever 2 vacaney
oceurs,

The nama of one pupil who is noo a res
ident of this city has boen reported to me.
There are undoubtedly others, but it is
often impossible for teachers to ascertain
the fact, and whon pugnls prosent a uote
of adinission from a direetor, the teache,
is justitied in admittiog the pupil withoat
auy further inquiry into his right to att.ud
the public sehools of this eity. [t seens
to me, therefore, that this is a proper
subject for the visitinz committees to in
vestigzate, as they are more likeiy to be
acquamted with the peeple of their ve
spective scelions than unyoue else, [t
woulid also seem that somu rals onght to
be adopted establishing the rate of taition
in the dilferent grades for such as wish to
attend the publie schools.

With the shifting of the population, the
necessitly Lo chauge the lines for tiwe dif
ferent schiools becomes imperative. The
schools at the corner oi South Mulberry
and Vinoe strects are small, while those on
West James are very large with no pros
peet of relief ; for the probability of send-
ing some over to New street is very small.
The building now oecupicd by the German
and English school on the corner of South
Duke and German streets, mu:t have a
new roof and other repairs if it is to be
oceupied much longer. This expense can
be aveoided by propecly distributing the
pupils between Souih Duke aed Mulherry
streets, aud by the erection of the contem.
plated new building on East Oraoge street.

It may not be uninteresting to compare
the statisties of January ‘83 with those of
the same month two years ago. Then the
enrollment was 2,877, the average attend-
ance 2,118, and the average percentage
T4 ; now itis 3,264, 2,781 and 86 respec-
tively, showiug an increase in the en
rollment of 337, in the averare attendance
of 663, and in the average percentagzoe
(whieh 13 the best evidence of regular at-
tendance) of 11, Then the high schools
reported an earollment of 200 and an
average attendance of 191 ; now they 1o
port 226 and 212 ; then the seconduiy
schools reported an enrollment of B67 il
an average attendance of 726 ; now they
report 1,108 and 990, These fizures prove
uot only that there has been a large gen-
eral inerease, but an especially large in-
crease in the higher grades, namely, in
tho high and secondary schoels, tius
demonstrating good work inthe prima
ries. The same evidence was furnished
last summer when large classes were pro
moted to the high schools, ami the
teachers there spoke in the highest torms
of praise of the attainments of thoso ad
mitted,

The inercase inthe number of teuchers
has not kept pace with this increase in the
number of pupils, Then the board em-
ployed, exclusive of Prof. Kevinski, 66
uow there are 70, To give the same nu
ber of pupils to a teacher now as then
would require, at least, five additional
teachers. The rules See. 64 fix the mori-
mum nwumber of atrending pupils on the
list of any primary schoo! baving but cne |
teacher at 60. This wule has Leew
violated in  the schools taught by
Misses Shirkz, Holbrook, Carter, Sener,
Clifton and . Zuy, who aggrezaie
163 pupile more than the maximarm, The-e
with sueh as will report when ithe uew |
building is completed, will justily the
board in organizing threo new proimary
schools, if not at once, at least by the !

.

The most direet way to do this is to lessen
the sumber of pupils given in charge of
oue teacher. Foity pupils is as many as
any—the most skiliful teacher ecan prop-
erly take charge of.  Whenever more are
toresd into a school, boith teacher and
pupiis suffer. The two evils uoder which
the schools of the lower grados suffer are
inexperienced teachers and too many pu-
pils. So large has been the attendanee in
the primary schools in Lemon street, that
it was found impracticable to give lessons
iu writing,  No doubt some of these pupils
thus missed their last opportunity of re-
eeiving instruoction in this necessary branch
of an edogeation, It 18 in vain
to laok for better schools under such
cireumstances. Teachers lose all heart
when called on to encounter such obsta-
cles. Ambition is deadened and the
schools must uecessarily deteriorate and
fall back into the old ruts. Noris the case
mueh better in the secondary schools, [t
iz difficalt to nuderstand  why Mr, Stany
and Miss Etter should be required to take
chargze of 110 pupils, when the rule above
qaoted assigns 132 as the maximum for
three teachers.  The six secondary sehools
in the northern part of the city report 315
pupils, wiile the maximum according to
the rule wonld assign only 264 to them,
showing that there are now in those
schools 51 pupils more than the maximum
allowed by section 64 of the rales. The
consequences of such a state of affairs
cannot be set forth in the limited space
allowed in this report, but exbaustion of
tho nervous energies of the teacker is sure
to fullow ; and with it a poorer yuality of
instruction.  Nor should it bo forgotten
that tho teacliersin the lower grade single
secondary and in all zrades of the single
primary, receive Dywer ralaries than those
in the combined vrimaries, thus doing
doulle injustiecs by inereasing the work
and deereasing the compensation, An
addivional secondary school should, thero-
fore.be opened at once in the new building,
w2spectinlly submitted,
R. K. BuEngrLe.

Mr. Baker stated that he had given a
periit to one non-resident pupil with the
distinet understanding that the parent
should pay the price of tuition fixed by
tbe board. He asked the city superintend-
ent, who was present, whether there was
more than one  non-resident pupil in the
schoois,

Tho superintendent said he had heard
there were several, in the lower grade
schools, and he could tiud no rule of the
board wherein the charge for tuition was
tixed, except for high school pupils. If
there was any rule relatine to the matter
he would like to know it, as he was
desirous of doing his duty.

Mr. Hartman said thore had been a
general understanding yenrs ago between
the seliool board of the city and the board
of Laneaster township, that when it was
more conveniont for pupi® in either dis.
triet to attend tho schools in the other
distriet, they zhould be privileged to do
so withont ebarge.

The subject was, on motion, veferred to
the superintonding committee with in-
structions to report at the next meeting of
the board.

Mr. Hartman stated that at the Beptem-
ber meeting of the board a resolation was
adopted authorizing the committes on
buildings and gronnds to to precure a site
for the ercction of a four room school
houso in the eastern section of the eity.
At an adjourned meoting, held September
19tL;, the committee was direeted to pur-
chise at vuee a site for a four room sehool
honse in the northern part of the eity.
The ecommittee hadl acted on the last
pamed order and purchused a lot and
erected a building on New stieet. Before
fina! aetion was takeun in the other matter
the commities (o1l by the reorganization of
the board iu November,  The now com-
mittee did not feel authorized to act under
tho instrueiions given to the old one,
though soveral sites had beon examined.
Sinco then Prof. Buchrie had made a plan
by which he thought 2 saitable four room
geiwol honse might be ereeted on the
Sherman stieeh lob now owued by the
bourd, e moved that the new commit-
tee on baildings asd grounds be instructed
te: proeure a site for a new building in the
eastern part of the city.

Mr. Bakes beliaved there was no neces.
sity to purchase a new site. The Sherman
street ot was 245 by 47 fect, and was
eligibly iveated. e eombatted the state-
ment that the leeat.on was damp and un
Leaithy, and said the oniy difficulty was
that the old baildings now upon the lot
had been built below the grade of the
sireet, which was the causo of the damp-
ness complained of.  Ho moved to amend
Mr. Hartman’s motion that the eommittee
be instructed to ercet a fonr room building
on the Sherman street lot,

Mr. Evans opposed the amendment. He
said it was notorions that the location
was unsuited for o public school ; it was
low wal swampy, and the schools had
beei: eloswd hecanse of sickoess engen
dered thereby., The board had been e
nounced by the newspapers for erecting
schoo! howses on such o site,  Besides, the
lot was tco small and of improper shape.
e hoped if a new school house was to bo
built asnitabis and healthy site would be
selected,

Dr. IHer agreed with Mr. Baker that
the Sheinaie street lot was the proper
place for the new schonl.

Mr. Slaymnker thoushe a good four
room building might be put up on the
Sherman street lut by placing the school
rooms end to cud instead of side to side.
Il this plan was objected to the Ilensel
property adjoining might be purchased,
and then buildings like those on Manor
and New streets might be erected.

Mr. Hmtman oppesed Mr, Baker's
amendment, but sugzested that if the
property in the rear of the Sherman street
schools were purchased, and he thought it
eould be bought at a fair price, the Orange
street front of the property now owned by
the board might e sold, and the board
would s4iil have a goad site upon which to
build,

After some further dcbate, on motion of
Mr. Hartman the matter was postponed
until next stuted meeting,

President Levergood presented a com-
munication from Mr. Smith, of Philadel-
phiz, ielative to three maps purchased
but wlhich had Bot yet been paid. The
matter wus referred to the committee on
furnituie and supplies, with instructions
